Stites Is Speaker 
At Banquet Given 
By Law Honorary 

Chief Justice Stites of the Court 
of Appeals of Kentucky was the 
principal speaker at a banquet given 
Thursday. November 10. in Frank- 
fort, by Breckinridge Inn of Phi 
Delta Phi. professional legal fra- 
ternity, in honor of Its initiates. 

Judge Stites spoke on the oppor 
tunities open to the modern law 
yer and stressed the growing Im- 
portance of administrative tribun 
als. which threaten to deprive the 
traditional courts of many of their 
powers. "These administrative co- 
urts." said the speaker, "are neces- 
sities under the present economic 
system, but many procedural dif- 
ficulties in connection with their 
functions remain to be worked out. 

Assistant Attorney General Keller 
talked briefly upon the legal pro- 
fession as a bulwark against the 
oppression of the Individual. Prof. 
Randall spoke for the faculty of the 
Law College, and Forest Hume spo- 
ke in behalf of the Initiates.

Believing this, the YM and YW 
will launch a two-day cam 
to raise money for needy 
nts in China and also to give 
German refugee student a year 
at graduate work at the University. 

The money will be raised by sell- 
ing tags for any sliver donation 
the students may wish to give. An 
American dollar will keep a Chinese 
student in school for nearly a 
month. 

: At the beginning of the present 
war in China all major Universi- 
ties were located on or near the 
coast, and as a result of this they 
were among the first to be destroy- 
ed 

The students and members of the 
faculty of the Universities salvaged 
the books and other equipment 
t they could and took it deep 
the Interior of the country, 
a importation in China is 
poor and very expensive many of 
the students walked as far as 800 
miles to reach the site of the new 
University. Now they are living In 
caves, getting very little food as 
they try to complete their educa- 
tion. 

China believes that the students 
are her leaders of tomorrow and 
therefore the Chinese government 
tells them to complete their educa- 
tion and not go to war and allow 
the enemy to kill off the brains of 
the nation. 

In China the scholar is the high- 
est person in the eyes of all. with 
the soldier at the other 
while in Japan. Italy, and 
the soldier is first and scholar not 
thought of as important. 

In Germany, the person seeking 
to give himself a broad education 
finds that the government controls 
the Universities completely and that 
if his views are different either in 
politics or religon he must change 
his attitude or else leave the coun- 
try. 

Thus one may see scholars, many 
with Doctor degrees, outside of 
their fatherland and with no place 
to turn for aid in orienting them- 
selves among new surroundings. 

One year In our University and 
one of these scholars will be turned 
into a citizen able to do for himself 
here what was denied him in his 
forme

American participation in war. a 
general business "boom" by 1940.

Dr Carter de- 
clared, "but otherwise it would be 
unwise for him to run and he 
knows it. Unless one of these pos- 
sibilities materializes, he would be 
defeated, should he decide to run." 

Dr. Carter attributed the Repub- 
lican rise, constituting a gain of 
eight seats in the Senate and 81 
new seals in the House, besides im- 
portant gubernatorial victories, to 
four main forces: 

L Public reaction to "revolution- 
ary tactics" as evidenced in Michi- 
gan and elsewhere. 

2. President Roosevelt's purge 
through many states which, on the 
whole, proved unsuccessful. 

3. A strong vote from the middle 
and upper classes compared to a 
weaker \ote fxaa the loser cltis.
